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Letter from the 
Principal 

Dear Students, Faculty, Staff and Friends of MSJ, 

Yearbooks are snapshots of what makes up a year. They are about the people and 
events that tell the story of significant moments in the life of a people and school. A 
yearbook should capture the heart of what a people or group is all about. A yearbook 
should offer us an answer to the stubborn question "What really matters?" So, whether 
answered in this yearbook or not, let's take a look at what really matters. 

School year 201 1-12 was just beginning when Tropical Storm Irene hit the Green 
Mountain State with unrelenting force. Students and families were trapped by raging 
flood waters, washed out roads, and flooded and destroyed homes. Many lives were 
"turned upside down." 

Chinese students, Edward and Sherry, faced challenges of their own. Edward was 
stranded at Detroit Metropolitan Airport, but eventually found his way to Burlington and 
Rutland. Sherry had just arrived at Killington, and was settling in with her host family, 
when Irene hit a few days later. Sherry, her host sister, Kelsey, and the entire family 
were stranded in Killington. It was through the kindness of neighbors and volunteers 
that Edward, Sherry, Kelsey and others made it to MSJ through the challenges brought 
on by Irene. 

Here at MSJ the soccer field, unlike the football field and other athletic facilities, was 
under eight feet of water. Home soccer games were rescheduled to later dates until a 
suitable playing field could be found. Mill River High School, the College of St. Joseph 
and Rutland Northeast stepped in to help. MSJ's coaches and parents made sure that 
players made it to the right field at the right time for all the season's practices and 
games. 

Food and water were collected, roads were temporarily opened and then re-built, and 
countless additional acts of kindness were shown to those most in need through the 
care, concern and generosity of others. In a specific way, Tropical Storm Irene 
highlighted for us, as a community and school, what is important in life, what really 
matters. 

The same is true not only when a storm rages outside, but when a storm rages inside a 
people and community. Too often internal struggles are ignored. 

Abby, a Junior Class officer, addressed Student Government about the problem of inclusion and treating one another with 
respect and dignity. Later, Abby spoke about this issue before the entire school after morning Mass. Her message was simple: 
hear and see what is happening. Here, this is what it is called. I will not be silent any more. None of us should be silent." 

What really matters is when a member of a community takes a stand for what is right and good and just. What really matters, as 
a famous American activist and reformer once said, is that people are judged "by the content of their character" and not anything 
else. 





Look at the photos in this yearbook and consider the stories they tell. Take some time to review the year and to ask yourself 
some of the hard questions about our community and school and your role in making it a better and stronger place. In doing so, 
consider these words: "Happy are they who hunger and thirst for righteousness, for they shall be satisfied." That's what really 
matters.
